AN ACT to amend subsection (2) of section 102.03 of the statutes,
relating to compensation for injured firemen.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Subsection (2) of section 102.03 of the statutes is
amended to read: (102.03) (2) Where, at the time of the aceci-
dent, the employe is performing service growing out of and
incidental to his employment.

Every employe going to and from his employment in the ordi-
nary and usual way, while on the premises of his employer, shall
be deemed to be performing service growing out of and inei-
dental to his employment :

(a) When any fireman is responding to a call for assistance out-
side the limits of the city or village by which the fireman is em-
ployed, unless such calls are made in violation of an ordinance,
resolution or order of such city or village.
